JEFFERSON CITY, March 
16 — State officials have be- 
gun discussions with the Mis- 
souri Utilities Co., about sup- 
plying power for the proposed 
new $950,000 Women’s Prison 
at Tipton, the Post-Dispatch 
was told yesterday. Co-Mo 
Electric Co-operative, which 
has lines a mile and a half 
from the instiution, has not 


been considered as a source of 
power, the Post-Dispatch was 
told. 

Jack H. Needy, manager of 
the co-operative, said there has 
been no indication by state of- 
ficials that they wanted the 
co-operative to enter discus- 
sions. For that reason, he 
added, he has taken no steps 
toward discussing a possible 
contract. 

The co-operative is fully 
capable of furnishing the 
power requirements of the 
prison and also providing 
standby emergency _ service, 
Needy said. 

“We’re not taking issue with 
Missouri Utilities for seeking 
the business,” Needy - said. 
“That is entirely understand- 
able, but we do think the state 
is open to criticism for not 
seeking competitive bids.”’ 

Utility’s Line at Site. 

Missouri Utilities already 
has lines at the new prison 
site because it previously 
served a. small unit of the 
prison system there. 

Julius Heim, manager of the 
Missouri State Rural Electrifi- 
cation’ Association, said that 
the fact any utility. already had 
lines on a site should not elim- 
inate the state’s ‘“‘responsibil- 
ity to obtain the best bid pos- 
sible.” 

He added that Callaway Co- 
operative already had lines at 
the site of the new geriatrics 
buildings at Fulton State Hos- 
pital when Missouri Power and 
Light Co. moved in and negoti- 
ated a~ contract with Gov. 
James T. Blair to serve those 
. buildings. 

“It appears that private utili- 
ties are writing the specifica- 
tions for the-state’s needs, in- 
stead of the state’s determin- 
ing its own er 
Helm said. 

Claude Howard. superintend- 
ent of Missouri Utilities inthe 
Tipton area, said the company 
negotiated a contract. several 
years ago with the state to fur- 
nish power for the prison unit 
at Tipton for Negro girls. 

Meeting Held. 

Missouri Utilities officials 
have conferred with James D. 
Carter, director of the Depart- 
ment of Correetions, and Elbert 
V. Nash. warden of the State 
Penitentiary, Howard said. He 
added that a member of the 
architectural. firm for the new 
women’s prison was present at 
the conference. 

“They asked us 
furnish the power 
we assured them 
Howard said. 

There has been no 
ence” with Missouri 
on the women’s prison power 
requirements, Carter said. He 
said there was a “discussion” 
last fall of water, sewage and 
power needs at the prison.

WASHINGTON, March 16 
(UPI)—The House approved to- 
day a bill to grant a tax break 
to self-employed persons trying 
to save for their old ‘age. 

The measure was approved 
by overwhelming voice vote and 
sent to the Senate despite 
Treasury. protests that it would 


‘immediately cut revenues $365,- 


000,000 a year and set a prece- 
dent that eventually would re- 
sult in a three billion dollar 
Oss. 

Representative Eugene J. 
Keogh (Dem.), New York, the 
chief sponsor of the bill, heat- 
edly denied charges that it was 
designed to open a tax “loop- 
hole” that would mainly benfit 
the well-to-do. 

Keogh told the House the 
measure would provide “a long 
delayed and much meritorious” 
helping hand to 7,100,000 self- 
employed. persons, 

The controversial bill would 
allow the self-employed to post- 
pone until age 65 the payment 
of taxes on up to 10 per cent 
of their annua] income, if the 
money were placed in a retire- 
ment fund. They could deduct 
up to $2500 from taxable in- 
come each year. 

Treasury Secretary Robert B. 
Anderson has estimated that 
80 per cent of the tax relief 
would go to persons who earn 
more than $10,000 a year. 

Jobless Aid Bill. 

The House also passed. by 
overwhelming voice vote, a bill 
to prevent an estimated 405,- 
000 jobless persons from losing 
unemployment compensation 
on April 1.

Can’t Be Voided, Russia Says 


Pravda Assails Neighbor Over Abroga-

MOSCOW, March 16— The 
Soviet Union said yesterday it 
considered its non-aggression 
treaty with Iran still in full 
effect despite the Iranian gov- 
‘ernment’s recent denunciation 
| of certain clauses. 

The Irafiian-action, said the 
official Communist party paper 
Pravda, was “a clumsy attempt 
by the Iranian government to 
free itself” “from its treaty ob- 
ligations. 

This was the first public re- 
action in Moscow to the an- 
nouncement last March 3 by 
Iran that it was denouncing 
those articles of the treaty 
which gave Russia the right to 
move troops into Iran if the 
forces of a third power entered 
thaf country to threaten or 
attack the Soviet Union's 
southern borders. 

The Iranian action followed 
the breakdown of negotiations 
on possible revision of the 1921 
treaty. The Soviet Union has 
charged that the Iranians sabo- 
taged those negotiations under 


pressure from the United 
States.

Other forces were 
fanning out through the north. 

The drive was another at- 
tempt to bring isolated tribal 
areas back under government 
control. Main targets of the op- 
eration were leaders of the 
now outlawed African National 
Congress, a nationalist organi- 
gation dedicated to ending 
white rule in Nyasaland. 

The Royal Rhodesian Rifles 
spread out under cover of 
spotter planes that dropned 
leaflets telling the natives only 
“bad men” had anything to 
fear from the government. 

To the north, meanwhile, 
troops of the King’s African 
Rifles; wearing the jungle- 
green camouflage battle dress 
they used in anti-Communist 
operations in Malaya two years 
ago, spread through dense .un- 
dergrowth in search of rioters. 

More than 440 Africans Dave 
been arrested since a state of 
emergency was sédeclared by 
Nyasaland by Gov. Sir Robert 
Armitage 12 days ago. 

Seventy-two persons were 
arrested in roundups in north- 
ern, central and southern Ny- 
asaland yesterday.

Rhodesia border.

PLOTSNNEW ROM 


WASHINGTON, March 16 
(AP)—The Flight Engineers In- 
ternationa] Association charged 
yesterday that some Eastern Air 
Lines pilots have been usurp- 
ing engineers’ duties.in flight 
and endangering safe operation 
of airplanes. 

George R. Petty Jr., F.E.1.A. 
president, said in a press re- 
lease that “these certain pilots 
on Eastern Air Lines have 
the operations 
manuals and are rewriting them 
in the cockpit.” 

Petty said he was not accus- 
ing all of E.A.L. pilots but a 
“hard core group of Capt. 
Queegs who for years’ have 
been trying to discredit the 
flight engine@r.” Capt. Queeg 
is a fictional World War II ship 


commander who wasS a mar- 
| tinet. 


A spokesman for the Air Line 
Pilots Association denied Pet- 
ty’s charges. He said the pilot 
is in command of every air- 
plane and that operations man- 
uals are ‘‘outmoded and being 
revised” anyway. 

The flight engineers and the 
pilots unions have been feud- 
ing for years over job jurisdic- 
tions. 

At the Federal Aviation 
Agency, which supervises air 
safety, a spokesman said the 
agency already was investigat- 
ing whether the charges are 
true and whether regulations 
over crew responsibilities need 
clarifving. The agency spokes- 
man said government flight in- 
spectors are riding E.A.L., 
planes to check on conditions. 

The federal agency said it 
also Was investigating earlier 
charges by Petty, that agree- 
ments made recently by lead- 
ing airlines with the pilots’ un- 
ion provided for unnecessary 
jobs. 

The agreemetits-provide for 
three pilots and one engineer, 
for a four-man crew. Two pl- 
lots and an engineer compose 
the three-man crews on present 
piston and jet-prop powered 
planes. Petty has contended 
that a fourth crewman aboard 
the new jets is unnecessary and 
creates a safety hazard because 
of cramped quarters. 

Petty said his union has re- 
ceived more than 200 reports 
from flight engineers in Miami 
about E.A.L. pilots insisting on 
performing duties normally as- 
signed to flight engineers, Pet- 
ty added: 

“This deliberate failure to 
use the skills of the flight en- 
gineer has resulted in added, 
unfamiliar burdens on the pi- 
lots which keep them from pay- 
ing proper attention to colli- 
sion watch, piloting, navigation 
and radio operating.”

MILWAUKEE, March 16 
(AP)—Five Chicago and North 
Western Railway trains carry- 
ing more than 600 passengers 
across Wisconsin were Ma- 
rooned in deep snow drifts for 
up to 12 hours yesterday be- 
fore diesels and plows freed 
them. 

More than 260 persons were 
aboard the North Western’s 
crack ‘‘400" running from Min- 
neapolis to Milwaukee and 
Chicago when it bogged down 
near Adams, 135 miles north 
of here. The train was stuck 
for six hours, but was equipped 
with such comforts as a bar 
car and no hardships were ex- 
perienced. Most passengers

Train No. 216 of the Chicago 
and North Western railway, en 
route from Ashland, Wis.. to 
Green Bay, Milwaukee and 
Chicago with 150 passengers, 
was the last to break through

“We gave all of the pas- 


sengers aboard hot coffee and 
sandwiches as soon as the train 
made the station,” J.

If a State Reneges... 


_ The supremacy of the law is 
essential to the security of the 
nation, and enforcement of the 
law demands that public officials 
take every proper action to up- 
hold the Constitution. 

In some states laws have been 
passed and other actions taken 
which deny equal protection of 
the law to citizens because of their 
race or color, whether in respect 
to the right to vote or te attend 
unsegregated schools. 

Such acts are an offense against 
the Government of the United 
States which should have legal 
remedy to correct the wrongs im- 
posed by such action of the states. 

Congress should give formal 
legislative power to the executive 
branch of the Government to en- 
force equal protection under the 
law where a state has denied it. 

The Attorney General should be 
empowered to institute court ac- 
tion in the name of the Federal 
Government for preventative re- 
lief by injunction, or otherwise, 
against officers of any state gov- 
ernment who engage in action to 
deny to an individual the exercise 
of his rights under the law be- 
cause of race or color. 

The protection to be thus in- 
voked is more than merely assur- 
ing the right of Negroes to’ vote 
and to attend unsegregated 
schools—it is the affirmative duty 
of the Federal Government to en- 
force provisions of the Constitu- 
tion as the law of the land as in- 
terpreted and declared by the 
constitutionally created final au- 
thority, the Supreme Court.

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Blueprint for Favoritism 


Gov. Blair has finally told the people 
of Missouri his policies with respect to ob- 
taining electric power for state institutions. 

In an interview with the Post-Dispatch, he 
says private companies are, as a general prin- 
ciple, the best sources. 


He questions the capacity of rural electric 
co-operatives, though he says that if they can 
“furnish power cheaper than anyone else, we 
ought to purchase our power from them.” 

Except for this qualifying remark, the 
whole tenor of his statement is one of decided 
preference for private power companies. 
Though he has denied favoritism to a private 
concern in contracting power for a state in- 
stitution at Fulton, and though the same im- 
putation of favoritism has arisen at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri and at Moberly and Tip- 
ton, the Governor cannot recall a single in- 
stance in which the State has done business 
with any of the companies’ competitors. 


If this does not add up to favoritism for the 
utilities, and a practice of disqualifying co- 
operatives and municipal distribution systems 
from doing business with the State, what does 
it add up to? 

Gov. Blair’s qualifying statement that co- 
operative systems should get the business if 
they can supply the product at the lowest 
price is less than convincing. Why, if the 
Governor so professes, was a serious effort 
not made to obtain competitive bidding at 
Fulton from the Callaway Eléctric Co-opera- 
tive? Why was the co-operative not furnished 
the complete information on which, it says, 
it could have submitted an even lower bid 
than the one it volunteered? Why has the 
same pattern of inviting the private power 
company to bid and ignoring the co-operative 
been followed at Moberly and now again at 
Tipton? 

By what authority is the Governor—guard- 
edly in theory, completely in practice—dis- 
qualifying rural electric co-ops and munici- 
pal systems from doing business with the 
State, and throwing all the business to the 
private utilities? 

We do not believe the Governor of Missouri 
possesses that authority; but if he does, the 
Legislature should promptly dispossess him 
of it. 

The question whether there is to be a mo- 
nopoly of the State’s power business for pri- 
vate companies is not for the Governor to de- 
cide privately and on the basis of his personal 
evaluations. It is the responsibility and the 
duty of the Legislature. 


All this is, furthermore, a matter which the 
legislative investigating committee headed by 
Representative Costello of Kansas City: has 
a duty to explore thoroughly. If the Gover- 
nor’s authority is too broad or too vague, if 
the state statutes are not sufficiently explicit, 
or if statutes are being contravened, it is the 
committee’s business to find out and to make 
recommendations for corrective legislation. 


The end objective is equal treatment for all 
forms of business enterprise, competitive bid- 
ding for the State’s business, and the most 
economical and efficient purchasing. That 
objective quite obviously is not now being 
served, 


Good Try for a Good Bill 


Apparently the chief argument for the de- 
feat in the House of the constitutional amend- 
ment to place the election of Missouri state 
officials—Governor, Lieutenant Governor and 
so on—in the even years before presidential 
elections was that it would produce a problem 
in the raising of campaign funds. 


What a thin reason! States all the way 
from Maine to California, including such pop- 
lous ones in between as New York and Penn- 
sylvania, have staggered their state elections 
to prevent national sweeps from controlling 
state office elections. Yet Missouri must not 
do it because of a supposed difficulty in get- 
ting campaign funds together. 

Eventually Missouri will make this sound 
change. State Representatives Robert Ellis 
Young, Carthage Republican, and James G. 
Trimble, Kearney Democrat, deserve the tax- 
payers’ gratitude for their pioneering effort. 
Is there no memher of the State Senate to see 
what can be accomplished in his chamber? 


Amending King-Thompson 

Having defeated repeal of the King-Thomp- 
son Act, the Missouri House is about to con- 
sider whether to amend it. The Labor Com- 
mittee has before it three proposals which 
would change either the purpose or operation 
of this statute which has protected Missouri- 
ans against strikes crippling utility services. 

The most drastic change is proposed in 
House Bill 563, introduced by Representatives 
Geary of St. Louis and Degenhardt of Perry- 
ville. This eliminates the anti-strike and state 
seizure provisions of King-Thompson. It sub- 
stitutes an elaborate fact-finding and cooling- 
off process which, as both federal and state 
experience show, may discourage but cannot 
finally prevent strikes. 

A second bill sponsored by Representatives 
Knese of St. Louis and Bailey of St. Louis 


county would turn over all profits of a seized 


utility to the state, to be earmarked for 
schools. Such a law would be almost confisca- 
tory and its constitutionality is open to serious 
question. 

Finally, Representative Aschemeyer of St. 
Louis county has introduced a thoughtful but 
complicated measure patterned after a Vir- 
ginia law. Under. this bill, the state would 
actively operate a seized utility, collect all 
the gross revenues during seizure, and after- 
wards return “reasonable compensation” to 
the company by agreement or as determined 
by the Public Service Commission. 

The intent here is to use a state “service 
charge” to equalize penalties as between a 
utility and its employes. The latter now face 
stiff fines for striking after seizure, while a 
utility faces no comparable penalty which 
might encourage it to bargain with a union 
to avoid a strike and seizure. 

an Pecnenns the need for such equalization 
an service charge. But the Aschemeyer 
bill would involve the state deeply and per- 
haps unnecessarily in the complex operation 
of a seized utility. Would it not be far simpler 
to provide a charge for state seizure of a 
utility, and otherwise leave King-Thompson 
alone? 

There may be some legal question of 
whether the state can impose a service charge 
if it performs no service in nominal seizure 
of a utility. But if the state can tax a utility 
it should be able to charge it a fee. The 
courts could decide that question. The other 
side of the issue is that state seizure, even if 
nominal, protects a utility against a costly 


strike just as it protects the public against 
loss of essential light or power or transporta- 
tion. A fee should be justified for services 
rendered. Beyond that point, King-Thomp- 
son should not be changed. 


The Talkative Generals 


One thing a great many Americans would 
like to hear from President Eisenhower when 
he addresses them on the Berlin crisis is as- 
surance that assorted generals, admirals and 
chiefs of staff have been warned to: avoid 
foreign policy pronouncements. Senator 
Morse was well justified in his St. Louis 
speech in criticizing Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, 
Army chief of staff, for straying out of his 
proper military sphere in testimony before 
the Senate preparedness subcommittee. 


Gen. Taylor used the occasion to express 


his opinion that the Berlin crisis might erupt- 
into conventional war, to make the fattous - 


comment that the West could win such a war 
if Russia (the only plausible antagonist) 
stayed out of it, to urge larger NATO ground 
forces and-an “active” Berlin policy based on 
the willingness to risk nuclear war there. 


The general is entitled to hold his own 
opinions on these matters, but it is no part 
of a staff chief’s responsibility to enter into 
public debate over foreign policy in Berlin or 
anywhere else. Gen. Taylor probably is right 
in supporting a stronger -conventional-war 
capacity in order to avoid too much reliance 
on the nuclear deterrent. But as he well 
knows, nothing in this direction can now be 
done in time to affect a Berlin crisis this 
spring and summer. By linking the two sub- 
jects he is suspect of using the crisis to 
promote his own service’s budget interests. 
And just about every other high-ranking offi- 
cer seems bent on the same end. 


Mr. Eisenhower has often advanced the 
theory that Khrushchev’s secret weapon is 
the possibility that we might spend ourselves 
into bankruptcy. Far more evidence supports 
the theory that the secret weapon is a self- 
induced hysteria which causes our pistol: 
packing generals to finger their weapons pub- 
licly whenever Khrushchev says “boo.” The 
President ought to keep them in line.° 


The Lake Michigan Diversion 


St. Louis has a vital interest in the Illinois 
Waterway because it is our water link with 
the Great Lakes and the St. Lawrence Sea- 
way. The effectiveness of the waterway will 
be affected by what happens to a measure, 
just passed by the House, to permit Chicago 
to divert an increased volume of Lake Michi- 
gan water into it. An augumented flow is 
wanted to flush out sewage wastes as well as 
to maintain a navigation channel. 


Unquestionably there are two sides to this 
question of diverting water from Lake Michi- 
gan. If the drain went far enough it would 
lower the levels of Lakes Michigan, Huron, 
Erie and Ontario, endanger navigation on 
the Lakes and the Seaway and reduce poten- 
tial power revenues at New York State’s Ni- 
agara and St. Lawrence plants. Six Great 
Lakes states and Canada oppose it, and want 
Chicago to return to Lake Michigan the 
amount of water already being diverted. 


The merit of the bill proposed by Senator 
Douglas and Representative Thomas J. 
O’Brien, both of Illinois, seems to us that it 
is exploratory and would help settle some 
of the facts behind an issue which has vexed 
Congress for seven years now. Six months 
would be spent in developing diversion plans, 
and 12 months in study to determine existing 
conditions of the waterway, before the new 
diversion was begun. The diversion would be 
limited to one year, and while it was taking 
place it would be kept under study. 


Both sides to the question would then have 
a better factual basis for discussing where 
they should go from there. We think that in an 
issue so mixed the Douglas-O’Brien plan offers 
a hopeful approach to sound compromise. 


Rescue the Perishing 


Charles van Ravenswaay’s “obituary” of his- 
toric or otherwise important but deceased St. 
Louis buildings, read at the organizational 
meeting of the Landmarks Association, Inc., 
was only too true. The plain as well as sad 
fact is that houses and structures such as the 
Old National Hotel, where Lincoln stayed en 
route to Congress, and the pioneer Jean Bap- 
tiste Roy house, have all but been eliminated. 
Only a few remain and they are in large part 
reminders of what has been sacrificed. 

If so much of the architectural treasure of 
St. Louis is gone, what can the 200 people 
who gathered in the rotunda of the Old Court- 
house last Thursday do with the organization 
to whose presidency they elected Washington 
University’s architecture dean, Joseph Pas- 
sonneau? They can and should join in pre- 
serving whatever remains, as for example, the 
Lewis Bissell Mansion, on the Mark Twain ex- 
pressway route. 

But even more urgent, they can provide 
the impetus for the establishment of a state- 


_ wide commission to guard Missouri’s historic 
“and architecturally worthy buildings, as Ar- 


ticle III, Section 48 of the 1945 State Con- 
stitution contemplated. Almost 15 years have 
passed since the farsighted constitutional con- 
vention adopted a provision entitled, “His- 
torical Memorials and Monuments—Acquisi- 
tion of Property.” Yet the future of the 
Boone house, near Defiance, in St. Charles 
county, is in doubt and the State still has not 
completed efforts to take possession of the

The attitude reportedly expressed 
by President Eisenhower in his meet- 
ing with congressional committees is 
almost as frightening as the possi- 
bility of war over Berlin.

WASHINGTON, March 16 
(AP)—Republicans rapidly are 
losing their hold on main 
street, the farmers and white 
collar people, Senator Barry 
Goldwater (Rep.), Arizona, said 
today. 

Goldwater said in a report 
prepared: by the Republican 
Senatorial Campaign Commit- 


tee, which he heads, that the | 


whole central area of the coun- 
try has turned away from the 
G.O.P. He said it can be re- 
gained only if the party comes 
out fighting in 1960 on a plat- 
form of basic principles. 

“There are 8,000,000 voters 
who left the party between 
1954 and 1958,” Goldwater 
said. “Some of these are Re- 
publicans who never before 
have voted Democratic. These 
8.000.000 could tell you some- 
thing about the Republican 
party.” 

The Goldwater report was 


made available to a new party | 


program committee which or- 
ganized in Washington over 
the weekend with Charles F. 
Percy of Chicago as chairman. 


Set of Principles. 

The program committee was 
put to work with instructions 
to. draft a statement of prin- 
ciples aimed at luring inde- 
pendents and wavering Demo- 
crats into the G.O.P. 

“We want to draft a pro- 
gram that will be attractive to 
independents and wobbly Dem- 
ocrats who have the decisive 
vote in elections,” Percy said. 

Four task forces groups will 
meet in April to begin detailed 
work of assembling recommen- 
dations for the policy state- 
ment. National Chairman 
Meade Alcorn has set Sept. 1 
as the goal for its completion. 

Goldwater’s report pointed to | 
the Midwest as the area of 
greatest potential danger for 
the Republicans. 

“The election of last No- 
vember could not be described 
as a sudden earthquake,” Gold- 
water said. ““‘The losses of 1958 
are but a continuation of a 
decline which set in 30 years | 
ago, after the 1928 election.” | 


Loss of Farm Vote. 
Assessing the farm _ vote, 
Goldwater said that if the pres- 
ent trend away from his party 
continues, the Republicans 
again might touch the bottom 
they reached in the 1936 elec- 
tions. 

He said a comparison of 
1954 and 1958 midterm elec- 
tions indicates the Republicans’ 
heaviest city losses were among 
the business and professional 
people and white-collar work- 
ers. 

“It is strange indeed to see 
even the small business men 
leaving the party—to see us 
losing main street.” he said. 

Goldwater said figures show 
that as late as 1954 two-thirds 
of college educated voters sup- 
ported the G.O.P. In only four 
years, he said, that advantage 
was lost and about half of 
this group went Democratic ‘in 
1958.

OMAHA, Nebr., Mareh 15 
(UPI)—Midwest Young Repub- 
lican leaders feel it is up to 
them to get out and sell the

In a report to the 1959 leg- | 
islature early this month, the 
Hawaii Subversive Activities 
Commission said “there has 
been no recent or current open 
activity of the formal Ccm- 
munist party in Hawaii.” 

At the same ‘time the com- 
mission said Harry Bridges’s 
Longshoremen’s Union con- 
tinues to be the “chief strong- 
hold” for Communists in the 
islands and that a closely al- 
lied union, the United Public 
Workers, retains identified 
Reds in staff jobs. 


The extent of a Red threat 
in Hawaii has long been a dis- 
puted point, The answer, in 
precise terms, is elusive. 


The issue has been used re- 
peatedly by statehood oppo- 
nents as an argument against 
admission of Hawaii to the 
union. 

The Subversive Activities 
Commission concluded that 
Hawaii’s chief problem is “we 
have too many identified Com- 
munist party members who 
may have left the party, but 
who have not renounced Com- 
munism.” 

The commission said the 
local community does not re- 
spect or accept Communists 
but the Reds cling to their 
subversive beliefs. 

Commission Findings. 

The commission found that: 

1. No openly identified pub- 
lications of the national Com- 
munist party are circulated 
generally in Hawaii. 

No Communist front or- 
ganizations are in operation. 

3. Propaganda and agitation 
activities of the International 
Longshoremen’s and Ware- 
housemen’s Union as related 
to Communist causes have 
abated. The union canceled its 
night radio program and a 
Red-tainted weekly newspaper 
went out of business last year. | 

4. There are no known Com- | 
munists on the Government 
payroll. 

5. Hawaii’s schools are singu- 
larly free of Communist influ- 
ence. 

Charges of Red influence in 
Hawaii parallel] the rise of the 
ILWU after World War II, 
when it organized sugar and 
pineapple workers. 

The ILWU at present claims 
about 23,500 members in Ha- 
waii (14,000 in the sugar fields, 
7000 pineapple workers and 
2500 on the docks). It is led 
locally by Bridges’s lieutenant, 
regional director Jack W. Hall. 

Hall was one of seven Ha- 
waii residents convicted by a 
federal court in 1953 of con- 
spiring to overthrow the Unit- 
ed States government in viola- 
tion of the Smith Act. They be- 
came known as the “Hawaii 
Seven.” Their convictions were 
overturned last year by an ap- 
peals court in San Francisco. | 

At Peak in 1946. 

A House subcommittee on 
un-American activities found 
that maximum strength of the 
Communist party in Hawaii | 
was reached in 1946 when there 
were 160 known Reds here. The 
committee reported that by 
1950 the number dropped to 90. 

But the committee chairman, 
Representative Francis E. Wal- 
ter (Dem.), Pennsylvania, said | 
last week in House debate, dur- | 
ing which he supported state- 
hood: “There. is no question 
but ‘that Communist unions 
have a very strong hold on the 
economy of Hawaii.” 

Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion Director J. Edgar Hoover 
said in 1952 there were only 
36 known Communists in Ha- 
wall. 

William F. Quinn, governor 
of Hawaii, says: “I think we 
have got to be constantly vigi- 
lant and alert to any threat. 
We are perhaps.a better goal 
of Communist activity than 
other places.” 

But, Quinn, a former St. 
Louisan. added: ‘‘We are tak- 
ing more steps to keep the) 
Communists under control than 
most states.” 

On another topic, Quinn said 

he would resign before running 
for an elective office in the 
new state. He did not say 
whether he wants to be the 
first elected governor or a Sen- 
ator. 
Quinn, one of the Republican 
party’s most potent politicians 
in Hawaii, said last month he 
would run for Governor.

He 
said some of the heath serv- 
ice’s figures about radioactivi- 
ty in milk had been misunder- 
stood. 
Giving St. Louis as an ex- 
ample, he recalled that the 
strontium-90 level rose from 
122 micromicrocuries last Oc- 
tober to 20.1 in November and 
then dropped back to 15.6 in 
December. ‘The present ac- 
cepted maximum permissible 
concentration is 80 micromicro- 
curies per liter of water or 
milk. A curie is the amount of 
radioactivity in one gram of 
radium. A micromicrocurie 1s 
one millionth of one millionth 
of a curie.) 
Pointing out that the maxi- 
mum permissible level refers 
to the average amount a per- 
son receives over his lifetime, 
Flemming said average yearly 
levels were far -more signifi- 
cant than the nfonthly figures.

PARIS, March 16 (UPI— 
Lawyers studied 150 years of 
French legal history today 
looking for precedents for the 
arrest of ar. Maurice Lacour, 
a key figure in France's 
tangled “Lacaze Affair.” 

The 44-year-old doctor was 
in Paris’s dismal Sante Prison. 


He was locked up Friday, 
formally charged with the “at- 
tempted murder” of Jean 


Pierre Guillaume. If convicted. 
he could be condemned to 
death on the guillotine. 
Guillaume, 24, is presump- 
tive heir to part of the vast tor- 
tune belonging to the Lacaze 
family, one of the wealthiest 
in France. Lacour is an old 
friend of the family; and the 


entire case revolves around 
an alleged plot to do Guil- 
laume out of his inheritance. 


Maj. Camille Rayon, a for- 
mer Free French secret agent, 


claims Lacour offered’ him 
10,000,000 francs ($20,250) to 
murder Guillaume. He also 


claims Lacour in person 
pointed Guillaume out to him 
on two occasions, allegedly 
designating him for death. But 
Rayon never tried to kill the 
young man and says he never 
intended to. 

Lacour has denied Rayon's 
version of what happened and 
has sued him for slander. 

But there was doubt today 
whether Lacour could be coh- 
victed even if Rayon’s “murder 
plot” story stood up in court. 

Thé debate on this point 
does not apply directly to the 
Lacour case, since Lacour was 


maintaining that the alleged 
plot never existed. Neverthe- 


less, taking Lacour’s arrest as 


a pretext, legal experts were 
arguing the following question: 

If a man offers money to 
another, points out a murder 
victim and nothing further 
happens, does that constitute 
an attempt to kill under French 
law? . 

Some said there was no pre- 
cedent for, any such conviction 
during the century and a half 
that France's Code Napoleon 
has been in effect.

WASHINGTON, March 16— 
The life of the labor movement 
is more than a succession of 
wage increases. Organization- 
ally it.is close to a dead halt. 
Organizing costs are running 
high. Unions are busy suing 
and being sued. Relations with 
employers and with individuals 
are hardening. 

This is the picture that 
emerges from the statistics in 
the annual report of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board 
The report covers the fiscal 
year ended last June 30. For 
example: 

1. Labor. organizations lost 
a greater percentage of elec- 
tions than ever before. Em- 
ployes designated some union 
as a bargaining agent in 61 
per cent of the elections held 
by the board. This compared 
with 62 per cent in 1957, 65 
per cent in 1956, and 68 per 
cent in 1955 

2. For the first time in 
four vears, more than 50 per 
cent of all elections involved 
fewer than 30 employes. This 
means high cost organizing. It 
suggests that the unions are 
bumping against an organizing 
ceiling. 

Employer Resistance. 

3. Of all the elections con- 
ducted by the board, the small- 
est proportion was held under 
terms of an agreement of the 
parties. In the 1958 fiscal year, 
72 per cent of all elections 
were based on all-party agree- 
ments, compared with 77 per 
cent in, 1957 and 79 per cent 
in 19$6. This means more em- 
plover resistance and challenges 
which\| require board hearings 
and orders instead of simple 
agreements. 

4. For the first time since 
1951. charges of unfair labor 
practices accounted for a ma- 
jority of all cases filed; that is, 


the charges of unfair practices - 


exceeded the petitions for col- 
lective bargaining elections. 

5. The number of unfair 
practice charges filed was the 
greatest in the history of the 
statute. The total of 9260 
charges was an increase of 68 
per cent over the preceding 
vear. The number filed against 
unions rose 72 per cent; those 
against emplovers 66 per cent. 

Charges by Individuals. 

§. For the first time, charges 
filed by individuals accounted 
for more than half of all the 
charges filed. Individuals filed 
5410, or 58 per cent of all 
eharges filed. Of the 5410 
charges. 3412 were filed against 
employers, 1998 against labor 
organizations. When an indi- 
vidual makes a charge against 
an employer, but does not file 
it through a union, it indicates 
either the absence of a union 
or dissatisfaction with it 

7. More complaints ‘issued 
on the basis of charges filed by 
employers, unions, and _indi- 
viduals) "were issued by the 
general counsel than in any 
vear since 1953. Of 822 com- 
plaints, 456 were issued against 
emplovers, 366 against labor 
organizations 

8. Petitions for court injunc- 
tions. filed hv the general 
counsel, were the highest ever 
They totaled 134, compared 
with 100 in the preceding vear. 

9 The number of elections 
conducted by the board. and 
the number of employes eligible 
to vote, declined slightly. 

10. A higher percentage—90 
—of those eligible to vote cast 
valid ballots than in any year 
in the history of Government- 
conducted collective bargaining 
elections.

Macmillan has spread some 
dismay and a great deal of 
perplexity with his suggestion 
that both North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and Com- 
munist forces should be 
“thinned out” along both sides 
of the Iron Curtain. 

This is because Aliied 
forces already are “thinned 
out” to the danger point. 

The NATO countries of 
western Europe have never 
come anywhere near supplying 
the ‘27 to 30 divisions’ which 
NATO military chiefs have re- 
garded as a minimum “screen 
force” for the line running 
from Italy to Denmark. 

Britain itself has ‘thinned 
out” the strong army of three 
armored divisions and one in- 
fantry division which it once 
had in northern Germany. It 
now has only 55.000 men 
there 

Only U.S. Army Is Ready. 

France has withdrawn the 
five divisions it once had in or 
nearywvest Germany as its con- 
tribution to the “screen.” They 
have never been properly re- 
placed. 

West Germany itself is lag- 
ging in the creation of the 12 
divisions it was supposed to 
provide for NATO. 

The United States. with the 
equivalent of six souped-up di- 
visions in West Germany, has 
the only battle-ready force of 
anv importance in the area. 

Russia has 23 to 25 battle- 
ready divisions in East Ger- 
many. Some 150 more are avail- 
able in Russia and the satel- 
lites, 

A rcasonable “thinning out” 
proposal would be for Russia 
to cut its forces to the Allied 
level. This is obviously not 
Macmillan’s plan, or the aim of 
Russia. 

Britain continues to “thin 
out” its own armed forces with- 
out waiting for Russia or any- 
_ body else. The strength of its 
active army stood at 300,000 
men at the end of 1958 and 
will fall to 252,000 in the fiscal 
year 1959-60. 

By the 1963 national service 
will be abandoned and the army 
will accept only 180,000 volun- 
teers. There are 100.000 more 
men in the Territorial Army 
but it is problematical when 
they could get into action. 

Eisenhower's Contribution. 

President Eisenhower has 
added to the confusion with

Since NATO was first or- 
ganized, with Gen. Eisenhower 
as its first military com- 
mander, it has insisted on the 
maintenance of a “screen” of 
divisions. When Mr. Eisenhow- 
er was commander the size of 
this screen was fixed.at 95 
active and immediate reserve 
divisions for the whole NATO 
area. This estimate was later 
cut “to fit the cloth.” 


The United States has de- 
manded that every NATO coun- 
try except Iceland should pro- 
vide a minimum number of 
ground troops. This demand 
makes no sense if nobody con- 
templates the possibility of ‘a 
ground war in Europe.” 


Already the Presiaent’s own 
insistence on cutting American 
ground forces has made it 
increasingly difficult for NATO 
commanders to put pressure 
on European countries to meet 
their commitments. 

Ridgway’'s Difficulties. 

This trouble started back in 
the days of Gen. Matthew 
Ridgway, Mr. Eisenhower's 
successor as NATO command- 
er. Ridgway made himself un- 
popular by insisting that Euro- 
pean countries should fulfill 
the promises they had made in 
response to Gen. Eisenhower's 
own demands. 

They had a good laugh when 
Ridgway later had to retire 
from his post as chief of staff 
of the Unitei States Army be- 
cause he opposed the cuts in 
ground strength sanctioned by 
the President 

Europeans are well aware 
that American army profes- 
sionals once insisted that 21 
divisions were an absolute min- 
imum to cover American obli- 
gations throughout the world. 
They are also aware of the fact 
that President Eisenhower now 
regards 14 divisions and 870,- 
000 men as adequate while the 
chief of staff, Gen. Maxwell 
Tavlor, has asked for 925,000 
men and 15 divisions. | 

Unless the President clari- 
fies his press conference re- 
marks on the role of ground 
forces, Gen. Lauris Norstad, 
who now commands NATO 
forces in Europe, may find it 
impossible to maintain his de- 
mands ‘or an adequate 
“screen.”

MACLLAN NOW 
LEADS WEST, 
BRITISH SAY 


LONDON, March 16 (AP)— 
With Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan packing for his trip to the 
White House, British commen- 
tators fook a look at the state 
of the United Staies Presiden- 
cy yesterday and found it 
wanting. 

Macmillan, just home from 
Paris and Bonn, is due in 
Washington Thursday to talk 
about the Western approach to 
the Berlin crisis. 

Newspapers here built-up the 
impression that he goes as the 
Western worlds undisputed 
leader—and that Macmillan 
will get the credit if his talks 
‘ with President Eisenhower pro- 
duce any new coherence in the 
Allied line. A dispatch in the 
Sunday Times (Conservative) 
put it this way: 

“Washington without’ the 
strong hand of Secretary of 
State Dulles lacks authority, 
but after the Macmillan-Eisen- 
hower meeting a new sense of 
direction is expected. . 

The Observer (Libera) said 
America, and France and Ger- 
many, too, have “grudgingly 
accepted the leadership of Mr. 
Macmillan because no other 
leadership was forthcoming. 

Christopher Lucas, Washing- 
ton corresponent of the mass 
circulation Sunday Dispatch, 
pictured America’s Chief Ex- 
ecutive as lonely, low-spirited, 
and in his political enuncia- 
tions bafflingly inconsistent. 

Said Lucas: “In 1953 Amer- 
ica’s most popular war hero, 
the universal father image, 
swept the Republicans into 
power with the magic of his 


name and embarked on a 
crusade for a new era in gov- 
ernment. 


“In. 1959, a weary, disillu- 
sioned tigure enters the home 
stretch with his popularity tar- 
nished. and his crusade for- 
gotten. . 

“In one breath Eisenhower 
announces ‘We won't give an 
inch on Berlin” and in the next 
adds quietly ‘or mobilize a man 
either.” 

“He insistently pleads for 
peaceful negotiations, yet 
equally insistently evades a 
summit confrontation with 
Khrushchev. 

‘He endlessly urges disarm- 
ament and atomic controls, yet 
dismisses Macmillan’s propos- 
als for a test agreement as 
impractical 

“Yet behind the _ political 
bickering one catches glimpses 
of the old charm, the genuine 
integrity, warmth, — sincerity, 
the qualities which made

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Corned Beef a ‘Must? in Honor of Saint Patrick’s Day 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

ST. PATRICK’S DAY the- 
oretically may belong to the 
Irish, but the sons” and 
daughters of Erin certainly 
have no corner on celebrating 
March 17. Almost everyone 
wants a pet of the whimsey 
and the fun. Tomorrow is the 
day for the wearin’ of the 
green and who, Irish or not, 
doesnt at least break out a 
shamrock in honor of the good 
Saint? 

"Tis a time for the telling 
of tales about the “little peo- 
ple” of Ireland and their best 
friends, the . “Celtic fairies.” 
’Tis a time for entertaining, 
since it is so easy to plan food 
and decorations around the 
St. Pat’s theme. 

"Tis a time for serving that 
traditional twosome, corned 
beef and cabbage. And don’t 
forget the potatoes—they say 
in Dublin that “a day without 
potatoes is a day without 
nourishment.” 

‘Not only is it a great day 
for the Irish, but for everyone 
else as well, when corned beef 
is on the menu. This popular 
meat is packaged today to suit 
individual needs; pieces. of 
brisket vacuum-sealed in trans- 
parent wrappers range _ in 
weight from two to five 
pounds; whole briskets weigh 
from five to 16 pounds. 

Slicing corned beef is easy 
if the meat is cut across the 
grain. Start slicing at the 
narrower, thinner end of the 
brisket. Cut across the grain. 
When the direction of the 
grain begins to change about 
halfway through, turn the re- 
maining piece and continue to 
cut across the grain. 

For buffet trays or main dish 
servings cut slices about one- 
sixteenth to one-eighth inch 
thick. For corned beef sand- 
wiches, slice the brisket paper 
thin and serve several slices in 
each sandwich. 

To cook corned beef hig 
p'ace it in a deep kettle an 
cover it with water. If desired, 
add two cloves of garlic, a bay 
leaf and one onion, sliced. Cov- 
er. Heat. When water: boils re- 
duce heat so water simmers 
(do not allow to boil). Simmer 
about one hour per pound, or 
until brisket is fork-tender. 
Serve hot or cold. 

To glaze a cooked corned 
beef brisket, remove from the 
broth and place on a rack in a 
shallow pan. Cut the fat cov- 
ering of the brisket into dia- 
mond shapes. Spread lightly 
with prepared mustard. 
Sprinkle with sifted brown 
sugar. Stick a whole clove into 
the center of each diamond. 
Bake in a het oven ‘400 de- 
grees) about 20 minutes w “elt 
the sugar and glaze the surface 
of the brisket. 

Nice Touch: Bake cornbread 
in a flat pan, and cut with a 
cookie cutter in shamrock 
shapes; serve as accompani- 
ment to corned beef.

fear, the more difficult the climb toward 

— courage. Does the brav- 
ery of a tiny girl, facing 
her first Salk vaccine 
shot, match that of Lt. 
Gen. Lewis Puller, who 
won five Navy Crosses? 

I think so. 

In World War I, Gen. 
John J. Pershing found 
a small vacant spot on 
the blouse of Sgt. Alvin 
York, most decorated 
man in the Army, and 
pinned a final medal on 
it. At lunch later, he said 
he didn’t think York was 
the bravest man in the 
war. This shocked some 
of the officers who sat 
around him. 

“The Sergeant has 
done some _ wonderful 
things in this campaign,” 
he said. “But I’m con- 
vinced that this man is afraid of nothing. His bravery 
comes without thinking. The truly bravest man will never 
be found, I’m afraid. He’s a buck private whose stomach 
and bowels are knotted with fear as he stands in a wet 
trench listening to the lieutenant count off the final sec- 
onds before the attack.

Let's 
go!’ this enlisted man is certain that he will be 
killed in the next minute, but he drags his feet 
up the ladder and goes over the top with the 
others.

A new book on courage will be published in a month 
or so. It is called “It Takes Heart.” It limits itself to the 
great courage of well-known sports figures. As such it is 
good, and the authors, Mel Allen and Frank Graham Jr., 
are to be congratulated for fine research and compelling 
story telling. 

The authors fell of Jockey DeSpirito, whose heart was 
bigger that some of the horses he rode. He was 16 years 
old in 1952. As an apprentice, he broke all records by rid- 
ing 390 winners. Three years later he was on his back in 
the middle of Aqueduct with a broken jaw and lacerated 
brain. 

DeSpirito was in the hospital a long time. Everybody 
said: “Give it up.” He got back on the track, rode winners, 
got caught ina jam and fell off a horse. He was uncon- 
scious for days. A broken rib pierced one kidney. They 
said he would die.

WASHINGTON, March 16. 

THE MOST EMBARRASS- 
ING things can happen to an 
interpreter. 

Take what happened to Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's personal in- 
terpreter, Lt. Col. Vernon A, 
Walters, for example. 

In World War II while serv- 
ing as aide to Gen. Mark 
Clark, then commander of the 
Fifth Army in Italy, Walters 
was called on to act as inter- 
preter at a conference between 
Gen. Clark and Gen De 
Gaulle. 

“I was told Gen. De Gaulle 
spoke no Englisn at all,” Wal- 
ters related ruefully. ‘‘So dur- 
ing the conference, in a spirit 
of helpfulness, I began ad lib- 
bing a few remarks of my own 
in translating the French lead- 
er’s conversation. Things like 
‘Well, he says “No,” but he 
sounds as if he could be per- 
suaded to change his mind.” 

When the conference was 
over, De Gaulle stood up, and 
in Charles Boyer-style English 


—but English nonetheless— 
said to Clark: “Thank you, 
General. I think we have had 


a fine meeting.” 

Then, turning to Walters, De 
Gaulle said with a smile: “You 
are an excellent interpreter.” 

Walters still reddens when 
he thinks of those ad libs he 
tossed in so nonchalantly. 

It has been a long time since 
that wartime meeting with De 
Gaulle. Thousands of words— 
in English and six other lan- 
guages—have passed between 
American officials and foreign 
dignitaries, via Walters, with 
few slips of the lip and even 
fewer ad lib interpolations. 

As personal interpreter for 
President Eisenhower for the 
last four years, the tall Army 
officer has become known as 
one of the Government’s more 
sure-tongued and widely-trav- 
eled translators. He speaks as 
casually of running off to Eu- 
rope or South America as most 
people do of taking a week- 
end tour in the country. 

At 42, Walters now has 
served as interpreter for some 
of the world’s leading states- 
men for about 15 years. But 
for one who must put up with 
the rigors of Government pro- 
tocol and the niceties of diplo- 
macy, he has ae refreshing 
sense of humor and an engag- 
ing candor. He speaks and 
moves rapidly with a restless 
energy unusual for a_ 6-foot 
3-inch, 200-pounder. 

He is highly articulate and 
words pour from him in a 
torrent. But they are well 
chosen ones. He tactfully de- 
clines to give his personal 
views about any of the many 
dignitaries he has come to 
know at close range. 

He is highly regarded hy 
President Eisenhower and 
members of the White House 
staff. 

One of Walters’s biggest as- 
sets is his ready adaptability 
to anv situation that may oc- 
cur at international gather- 
ings of high-ranking but some- 
times short-tempered _ states- 
men. “He seems able to bounce 
with any situation that arises,” 
a spokesman said. 

As an interpreter, Walters 
has a highly* developed facili- 
ty for dealing with cemplex 
international subjects in rapid- 
fire, multi-lingual conversa- 
tion. He also has the transla- 
tor’s invaluable knack of re- 
maining discreetly in the back-

ground when top-ranking 
statesmen confer, yet always 
being near enough at hand to 
hear and interpret each re- 
mark. 

This. very knack for remain- 
ing in the background gave 
Walters a trying few minutes 
when President Eisenhower 
visited Acapulco last month for 
a meeting with President Adol- 
fo Lopez Mateos of Mexico. De- 
spite his discomfort, Walters 
staged an interpretive tour de 
force that caused amazement 
among diplomats. 


It happened at the Acapul- 
co airport. President Eisen- 
hower addressed the assem- 
bled crowd without using 
notes or prepared text. He 
spoke for five minutes with- 
out pause, Contrary to the 
practice of interpreters, Wal- 
ters did not break in after 
each few sentences to trans- 
late what the President was 
saying. Instead he remained 
in the background. 

When Mr. Eisenhower had 
finished, Walters stepped 
forward and delivered the 
President's entire address in 
Spanish. Five minutes of an 
important address were re- 
membered and recalled on 
the spur of the moment. 
Even the inflections were in 
the right places, some as- 
tounded observers reported. 


Walters explained that he 


seem right.” He went 
“President Eisenhower 
spoke from a large dais. He 
and the President of Mexico, 
the heads of two nations, were 
the only persons on it. The ef- 
fect would have been marred 
to have a third person there. 


“Especially,” he added with 
a grin, “if it were an inter- 
preter.” 

Some skeptical observers 
have suggested that ‘perhaps 
Walters had memorized the 


President's speech in advance. 
Not so, said the interpreter. 
“T hadn't seen President Eisen- 
hower for 10 days or more be- 
fore his speech,” he related. 
“There was no prepared speech 
I could have memorized al- 
though I certainly would have 
welcomed one. 

“I've decided that five min- 
utes of a speech is about as 
much as I can retain at one 
bite.” 

Although others who were 
there say the interpreter de- 
livered every word of the 
President's address, Walters

himself is reluctant to go that 
far. He was so busy trying to 
remember everything, he 
doesn't remember now how 
much he remembered then. 
President Eisenhower himself 
realized the test to which he 
had put his interpreter, for he 
remarked later he _ hadn't 
realized how long he had spok- 
en until Walters began trans- 
lating. 
those people who have a flair 
for languages. Where others 
struggle miserably with high 
school or college classes in 
foreign languages, he has never 
even had any formal training. 
“I guess I pick them up by 


osmosis,” he remarked with a 
shrug. 
The osmosis started when 


he was very young. When he 
was 5 years old, his family 
moved from New York City, 
where he was born, to Europe. 
His father was European man- 
ager for a casualty insurance 
firm. They remained in Eu- 
rope for 12 years, traveling 
through much of the Continent. 

Young Walters attended St. 
Louis Gonzaga Catholic school 
in Paris until he was 12. Class- 
es there were in French, and 
he was bilingual before he 
was in his teens. 

“We spent two summers in 
Biarritz, and I picked up Span- 
ish there,” he said. “We spent 
two other summers: in Nice, 
and I learned Italian there.” 


Somewhere along the line 
he also acquired Portuguese, 
German and Dutch. “I don’t 
really know where I learned 
them,” he said. “Just going 
from one country to another, 
I guess.” The only major Eu- 
ropean language Walters 
doesn’t speak is Russian, and 
he recently started to study 


He rates Dutch as the lan- 
guage in which he is poorest. 
“You know why?” he asked 
with a laugh. “Because I can't 
get any practice in it. Every 
Dutchman I meet speaks better 
English than I do. As a result, 
I never get any practice.” 

After school in Paris, he at- 
tended Stonyhurst College in 
England until he was 17. As a 
result, he can, if the occasion 
arises, speak English with 
either an American or a Brit- 
ish accent. In later years Wal- 
ters has supplemented his lan- 
guage skills with self-study of 
grammar and foreign language 


reading. 
In 1934, when he was 17, 
his family returned to New 


York, and young Walters went

to work for his father's insur- 
ance firm. Most of his work 
consisted of investigating 
claims submitted by persons 
who spoke foreign languages, 
so he kept up his skill as a lin- 
guist. 

In 1941 he felt “a hot draft 
blowing down the back of my 
neck,” he recalled with a grin. 
So to avoid a chill he enlisted 
in the Army. He attended of- 
ficer candidate school at Fort 
Benning, Ga., the next year and 
Was commissioned a _ second 
lieutenant. 

Later that year he took part 
in the Allied invasion of North 
Africa. In 1943 came the as- 
signment as aide to Gen. Clark 
in Italy. Along with it his work 
as an interpreter began. The 
next vear he put his knowledge 
of Portuguese to good use 
when he was assigned as Amer- 
ican liaison officer to the Bra- 
zilian expeditionary force in 
Italy. 

After the war he spent three 
vears in Rio de Janiero as as- 
sistant military attache at the 
United States Embassy there. 
In 1948, he was sent to Paris 
as military assistant to Averell 
Harriman, who was then head 
of Marshall Plan operations in 
Europe. 

Walters first met Mr. Eisen- 
hower in 1946 when the Gen- 
eral, in his prepolitical days, 
came to Brazil on an official 
visit. The young officer was 
assigned to Gen. Eisenhower 
as aide and interpreter. Later 
in Europe Gen. Eisenhower 
visited the Marshall Plan head- 
quarters when Walters was 
working for Harriman. 

“He knew I spoke other 
languages,’ Walters recalled, 


“co when Gen. Eisenhower | 


. Summit 


went to France to set up the 
Supreme Headquarters of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization in 1950, he took me 


along as interpreter.” He stayed 
on in the same capacity for 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway and 
Alfred M. Gruenther, who later 


headed the NATO office. 
Walters remained in Paris 
until February, 1955, when he 
was assigned to his present 
position on the staff of the 


Standing Group of NATO at 
the Pentagon here. Since then 


he has served without inter- 
ruption as President Eisen- 
hower's personal interpreter 
for the languages Walters 
speaks 

He has accompanied the 
President on every trip Mr. 
Eisenhower has made to for- 


eign countries. In addition, he 
has served as interpreter dur- 
ing visits to this country by 
the heads of foreign govern- 
ments. He served in this ca- 
pacity last week when Presi- 
dent Jose Maria Lemus of El 
Salvador visited Washington. 

International meetings at 
which he has served as inter- 
preter include the Big Three 
conference at Bermuda, the 
meeting at Geneva, 
the conference of American 
Presidents at Panama and the 
meeting in Paris of the chiefs 
of governments of NATO coun- 
tries. 

Walters has served as 
terpreter for a 
American officials besides 
President Eisenhower. Among 
them were former President 
Harry S. Truman during a visit 
to Brazil, Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
ford during a trip through 
South America and_ Milton 
Eisenhower, the President's 
brother, during a trip through 
Latin America. 


Walters was interpreter 
for Vice President Richard 
S. Nixon last year during the 
latter’s controversial tour of 
South America. Walters re- 
ceived a slight cut on the lip 
when mobs in Caracas stoned 
Nixon's automobile, breaking 
a window and _ showering 
both the Vice President and 
Walters with glass. 

“It was quite an experi- 
ence,” Walters said. “Have 
you ever sat inside a car 
while someone beat on the 
roof with a baseball bat? It

A student of history, Wal- 
ters has won praise from many 
of the officials he has served 
as interpreter for his under- 
standing of the historical back- 
ground of important affairs. 
He pursues his study of his- 
tory deliberately because he 
is convinced that a broad un- 
derstanding of subjects under 
discussion is vital to his work 
as an interpreter 

Walters’s favorite hobby is 
skiing. And in a sport where 
broken bones count as badges 
of experience, he can claim a 
top rating. He broke his. right 
leg in 1954 when he struck 
a rock while skiing during a 
snowstorm in Germany. 

Traveling is a hobby as well 
as an occupational necessity 
for him. He estimates that in 
the 48 months since he has 
been stationed in Washington, 
he has been absent from the 
capital about 20 months on in- 
terpreting missions. He some- 
times is in Europe as often as 
four or five times in a year. 
Yet he also spends much of 
his spare time traveling. Un- 
married, he lives here with 
his mother. 

He enjoys his work as an 
Interpreter and hopes to con- 
tinue at it for “a long time to 
come.” In this connection. he 
is somewhat concerned about 
the fact that his work, par- 
ticularly since his feat of 
memory at Acapulco, has heen 
attracting some attention. 

Interpreters, he feels, should 
rarely be seen and never be 
heard, except when they are 
interpreting. Especially is this 
true for Army interpreters, 
Walters feels. 


“In the Army, publicity 
is all right for privates and 
generals,” he said, “but for 
everybody in between ay

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Do TV Dramas Rate Pulitzer Prizes? 


By Charles Mercer 


NEW YORK, March 16 (AP). 

ROBERT SARNOFF, board 
chairman of the National Broad- 
casting Co., proposes that the 
scope of Pulitzer prizes be ex- 
panded to include television. 

No one knows, of course, 
what will be the reaction of the 
advisory board on the Pulitzer 
prizes when it considers the 
suggestion at its annual meet- 
ing et Columbia University 
April 24. No one connected 
with the board or Columbia 
will discuss Sarnoff’s proposal, 
made in a letter to Dean Ed- 
ward W. Barrett of the Colum- 
bia Graduate School of Jour- 
nalism. 

In the letter, which Sarnoff 
released to television editors, 
he said in part: 

“I believe television’s ability 
to attract the finest creative 
talent would be increased if it 
were possible for a TV drama 
to win America’s most univer- 
sally respected mark of cre- 
ative excellence, a Pulitzer

“I further believe Pulitzer 
recognition could do much to 
stimulate electronic journalism 
—a form of journalism which is 
now within the province of Mr. 
Pulitzer’s heirs and of many 
other distinguished American 
publishers.” 


It strikes me, personally, 
that Robert Sarnoff views the 
Pulitzers from a_ different 
angle than what I take to 
be the view of the board 
that awards them. 

Trying to read anyone's 
mind is risky, but this is 
what I gather: 


Sarnoff views the prizes as

a stimulus to creative talent. 
The board, on the other hand, 
views its prizes as awards for 
specific pieces of work accom- 
plished by a single or group 
talent—and if they stimulate 
others to excellence, so much 
the better. 

Personally, I don’t believe 
that anyone ever tried to ac- 
complish anything because he 
hoped to win a Pulitzer prize. 
Surely the expectation of a 
Pulitzer never inspired anyone 
to write two lines of poetry (to 
name one category of awards) 


or to undergo the _ grinding 
labor of writing a novel (to 
name another). Why. then, 


should it lead anyone to write 
a television drama? 


Sarnoff’s argument is weak- 


* ened, in my opinion, because 


he fails to list a dozen or more 
original television dramas 
which he considers prize ma- 
terial. I believe he did not be- 
cause he could not, They simp- 
ly didn’t exist in 1958. 

And I can’t believe that a 
dozen or so outstanding origi- 
nals would suddenly bé pro- 
duced in 1959 simply because 
the possibility of a Pulitzer 
prize came into being. 

Most of the best television 
dramas of the 1958 calendar 
year were adaptations of plays 


or novels or short stories. The 
best, in my opinion, was “Old 
Man” on “Playhouse 90,” an 


adaptation of William Faulk- 
ner’s long story or half a novel 
or novelette or call it what you 
will. 


Television is steadily per- 
fecting ite technical art of 
producing drama. Neverthe- 
less, for a great complexity 
of reasons, the vast bulk of 


its material derives from 
other art forms. 


Long before Sarnoff made 
his proposal the motion pic- 
tures and radio knocked loudly 
on the Pulitzer door for admis- 
sion—to no avail. I recall read- 
ing a long time ago that the 
media were rejected because 
their offerings were derivative 


of other forms rather than 
being original. 

Personally, I think it would 
be grand if television’s best 


works were eligible for Pulitzer 
prizes. But I doubt that it will 
come to pass until the indus- 
try can proudly offer 15 or 20 


outstanding original dramas as |

A POWERFUL AND TIMELY BOOK, “The Face of 
War,” by Martha Gellhorn, has recently been published by 
Simon and Schuster, and I would like to urge that this 
book be réad carefully by the leaders in every nation of 
the world, certainly in the Soviet Union as well as in the 
United States. 

Martha Gellhorn, a former St. Louisan and an ex- 
perienced journalist, writes extremely well—almost too 
well to make reading of her book bearable, At times I 
had to put it down.and close my eyes and try to think of 
other things. It is the account of her war experiences 
during eight years in 12 countries. She tells not only of

which was man-made. 


One of her statements I think none of us to- 
day should ever forget. “From the earliest wars of 
men to our last heart-breaking worldwide effort,” 
she writes, “all we could do was kill ourselves. 
Now we are able to kill the future.” 


On the last page of this book, which so graphically de- 
scribes the face of war, she writes: “If we will not learn, 
is there any hope for us? The answer is that we cannot 
help hoping; we do not control it. We are given a supply 
of it which only runs out in death, perhaps because each 
one of us knows love, the source of hope... but this is 
our final chance to learn. The second world war was an 
evil that men could stop; the unknown nuclear war will 
have no end. No peace treaty will stop the interminable, 
invisible poison dust. The war of the universe will be car- 
ried on by the wind. War is a crime against the living and 
always has been; no one can begin to imagine the size and 
the shape of the crime of nuclear war ... where will the 
survivors be, outside the limits of civilization, not worth 
immediately killing—and what can they hope for, what can 
they create again to the honor of mankind, knowing that 
the earth and the air and the water are incurably tainted, 
and that they have nothing to hand on to their children and 
their children’s children except disease, a withering end to 
the last of the race? . to preserve freedom? What free- 
dom? For whom?” 


These are very pertinent questions. This book 
forces you to think them through. There was a 
time when you could believe that to be willing to 
die for your country and to fight for it might have 
ennobling effects upon the character of man. With 
nuclear weapons that day is past, for you preserve 
nothing for the future or for anyone but a slow 
and certain death.
